W ash ingto n Ave. S. and from p ro c la im ­ 
ing it in th e official lal*or o rg a n as 
“u n fa ir.” 
In a second decision, the su p re m e 
co urt uphe ld Ju d g e Bardw ell in c o m ­ 
mitting Ddn W. Stevens, Leslie Sin­ 
ton, Lynn T h o m p so n and It. I). C r a ­ 
mer to jail for conte m pt, for thei r r e ­ 
fusal to abide by the injunction.

a c t i o n in this c ase is modified, h o w ­ 
ever, eliminating a $125 fine assessed 
on e a c h m a n for th e benefit of J. J. 
Campbell, p ro p r ie to r of the th eat re, 
b ut the s u p r e m e c o u r t holds that a 
$100 ju d g m e n t a g a in s t th e four men 
for a t t o r n e y s ’ fees w as levied p r o p e r ­ 


ly- 
T h e finding of the su p r e m e court 
m e an s that this ju d g m e n t must be paid 
or the four men m u s t r e t u r n to jail. 
F o r failu re to pay th e ju d g m en t, J u d g e 
Bard w ell co m m itted th em to th e c o u n ­ 
ty Jail for not exceeding six months. 
T h e y served tw o m o n t h s and then ob­ 
tained their freedom by filing an a p ­ 
peal bond. 
T h e y m a y escape the re­ 
mainin g four m o n t h s of the sentence 
by payin g th e $100 a tt o r n e y s ’ tees. 
Ile argument, pro b ab ly will be asked 
for, acco rd in g to T. E. L a tim er as 
counsel for th e fo ur defendants.

The 
employe r a lr e a d y h a s protection und er 
the c o m m o n law, b u t u n d e r the a n ti­ 
tr ust law' th e employ ee also is given 
protection a g a in s t a combination of 
employers.

Those who favor the idea of Con 
gressional representation on the wai 
debt commission
